France’s Ninth Army 
Claimed Crushed As 
Germany Pushes On 


Fuehrer’s Legions Surpass Westward 
Gains Made By Kaiser; Troops Are 
But 69 Miles Away From Paris 


By The Aaeoelated Press. 
The Gorman blitzkrieg struck with renewed fury today, 
driving to within 12 miles of the English channel in a sweep 
which seized the French cities of Arras, Amiens and Abbeville. 
The drive lo the west—apparently in quest of springboard 
bases for an attack on England itself—surpassed the westward 
gains scored by Kaiser Wilhelm’s imperial army in all the 
World war. 
Premier Reynaud of F ra n c e admitted that the German* 
have taken Amiens and Arras— west of the St. Quentin-Cambral 
sector— in their race to the sea. 
A French spokesman later admitted small detachment* 
of German motorcycle troopa penetrated in the outskirts of the 
Abbeville region, near the English channel. 
“We must (ak© immediate decisions.” Reynaud told the French 
senate, freely confessing that the classical French concept of w ar had 
been Jarred by swift-driving Nail mechanized raids and parachute 
troops. 
Other German columns, forking south from th* Meuse river front 
in (he Sedan sector, were reported within sight of the Eiffel tower in 
Paris, only 69 miles away. 
British Spokesman Airs Confused State 
The German high command reported that the Ninth French army, 
defending the Meuse front from Namur to Redan, haa been crashed 
In “the biggest attacking operation of all time.” 
By contrast, a British spokesman described the battle on the west* 
era front as “more confused than evsr, with everybody behind every* 
body else's lines.” 
It was apparently a wide-open scrimmage, as confused as parts of 
a football game. 
*'' A Pettish spokesman said there are "bands of Gamma tanka wan­ 
dering about. living on the country” in a wide saitOnt striking Into 
France. He said, however, they ara "becoming more vulnerable to 
counter-attack.” 
The German communique said Hitler's armies are "crowding toward 
the channel coast all the French and Belgian armies attn to be found 
north of the Somme.” 
Forty-seven Allied planes were destroyed, according to the Berlin 
report, against “15 German planas missing.” 
The high command alao asserted that the supreme commander of 
the French Seventh army, Gen. Glraud, and his general staff, have been 
captured. 
(In London an authorized spokesman termed the claims of th* 
German communique “grossly exaggerated”.) 
French Admit Loon Has Been Abandoned 
“The Ninth French army, which waa on the Meuse (river) be­ 
tween Namur and Sedan to hold and maintain connection between 
strong enemy groups in Belgium snd the Maglnot line south of Redan, 
has been crushed and is about to bs dissolved.” the German rom* 
ntunique said. 
Abbeville is only IS miles from the coast and Amiens and Arras 
about 25 miles farther Inland. 
How close to Paris the Nazi drive actually has carried la uncet* 
lain, hut advance units were said In Berlin to have crossed the Oise* 
Alane canal. 69 miles northeast of the city. 
The French admitted abandonment of Laon. six miles north of 
the canal. The Germans had announced almost 36 hours earlier that 
their hattleflags were flying over the city. 
The Germans declared that troops fanning out from Rf. Quentin, 
80 miles above Paria and approximately the same distance from the 
coast, had made fresh gains westward 
A French communique said that the Germans had made no Im* 
portant advances In this sector, hut admitted that the situation Is "some­ 
what confused”. 
Fighting was reported at Peronne, 15 miles west of St. Quentin 
and around faudry. 18 miles to the north. The French admitted that 
light units of the German army actually might he in Peronne Itself. 
Germans Seek To Isolate Allied Units 
The main objectives of the Nail drive lo the west apparently are 
to Isolate Allied forces now fighting in Belgium and to obtain channel 
bases for a direct attack on England. 
The immediate result is to threaten with encirclement thousands 
of Allied soldiers caught in a “sack” north of Charleroi, on the French* 
Belgian border. 
It was estimated that about 260.000 Belgians. 300.000 British and 
1,000,000 French ar© opposing the Nazi advance In Belgium.

Really Wins Lightweight Title 


War Is Revolution Which Will Not Be Won Or Lost 


In Europe But Won Or Lost On A Worldwide Scale 
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By DAMON RUNYON 


I V E see that a real lightweight finally has won th* 
'V 
lightweight prize fighting title. (This is one of 
those sports writers emeritus columns. Nostalgic 
stuff.) His name is I^ew Jenkins. He is a skinny fel­ 
low out of Texas who weighed in for the fight in 
which he 
knocked out Lou Ambers, the champion 
at 132 pounds. That is a real lightweight. 
When we were writing of the manly ait of scuf­ 
fing sconces, one of our pet beefs was the way they 
used to manipulate the weights to suit th* con­ 
venience of certain fighters They finally made a gen­ 
eral rearrangement and got the lightweight limit of­ 
ficially established at 135 pound* at 2 o’clock In the 
afternoon of the fight, which lets a gee come in four 
or five pounds heavier that night. 
We said then and we say now that all weights 
should be ringside and lightweights should heft 133 
pounds. (All title fights should be to a finish, too.) 
Ringside weight insures sound physical condition 
for a man who belongs in th* division in which h* 
holds, or is seeking honors. It prevents him from 
having any weight edge he may be able to acquire 
over his opponent between 2 o'clock and ring tim*. 
Or the opponent acquiring any, either. 
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I 
F making the weight Is a hardship or a drain on 
a man s physical resources, then he does not be­ 
long in that division. He belongs in one higher. Am­ 
bers. who probably could have made 133 ringside 
earlier in his career, proves our argument. H* 
weighed in at 134 4 at 2 O’clock and after he got 
belted out he said making the weight had hurt him. 
Probably he made the discovery before lie got 
slugged. A prizefighter must realize In his training 
how the effort to make weight is affecting him But 
we do not recall one mentioning the matter before 
the count-up. 
The lightweight limit of 133 pounds ringside suited 
some of the greatest fighters who ever lived—Jack 
McAullffe. Joe Gans. Battling Nelson. Ad Wolgast, 
Kid I^avigne. all champions. 
We think Tony Pan. 
zonerl and Henry Armstrong would h a v e fitted in 
there, though they never had to think of anything 
but 135 pounds at 2 o’clock. Weighing in at 133 
pounds ringside some of those old guys would have 
murdered moat of the present day lightweights, 
letting them weigh in at 135 at 2 o'clock, too.

T was when some good lightweight fighters cam® 
along who could not make 133 pounds but wanted 
to call themselves lightweights because It was a 
lucrative division that manipulation began to raise 
the weight limit in this and other divisions.

the over-sizes. Benny Leonard, one of the great 
glovemcn of boxing history’. 
another. He was a 
tremendous lightweight at 135 pounds at 2 o'clock, 
but probably could not have held bis hands up at 
133 ringside. 
Flyweights should be 104. (ringside) bantams. 122. 
welters. 145, and middles 15k. Beyond that, prize- 
flghters should be classed as heavies. A man weigh­ 
ing as much as 158 Is big enough to lick heavies, as 
Boh Fitzsimmons proved against Jim Corbett. The 
lightheavvweight title, invention of a promoter with 
an eye to the ballyhoo of a specific match, is as use. 
less as the “Junior” titles that existed for a time. We 
are granting the almost equality synthetic flyweight 
title aa a concession to the extra small size.

’E always have claimed that making weight Is 
not only part of tbs scleace of the manly art, 
hut much of the color. The matter of a pound or two 
in a big title match used to command columns. Never 
was there so much pre-battle excitement among 
sports writers as the time Joe Gans was required to 
make 133 ringside for

In 
Tex 
Rickard's first big promotion at Goldfield. Nev. 
There was a question as to how he was to do It. 
When it appeared that Gans might make th* 
weight all right, but with difficulty. Nelson’s man­ 
ager, Billy Nolan, pulled a new one He demanded 
that Gans weigh in with his ring gear on. There was 
great public outcry. Rickard went to Gans and 
offered to call the fight off. Gans said he would make 
the weight. Then Nolan was also supposed to he 
thinking of requiring the gloves, too. at the weighing 
in. He never made that particular demand. 
Gans “tipped the beam,” as the boys used to say, 
at 132 pounds, ringside.

BURIAL plot, doubtless almost 
a a aa old as the Union cemetery 
established 
by 
E as t 
Liverpool’s 
founders at the w estern extremity 
of W est Fifth st., is th at known as 
the Blackburn cem etery. Just off 
the Campground road between East 
Liverpool and Wellsville. 
The cemetery 
is on 
the farm 
owned at present by F. E. Williams. 
Originally It was part of the Black­ 
burn farm of several hundred acres. 
Few. lf any, burials have been made 
on the plot In recent years. 
Many 
of the 
m arkers on 
the 
graves of the dead resting there 
were 
burled 
before 
and 
during 
the w ar of 1812. The inscriptions on 
m any cannot be read. The bodies 
of 
Robert 
Boyce 
and 
his 
wife. 
S arah 
Boyce, 
who, 
with 
P eter 
Hickman, 
accompanied 
Thomas 
Faw cett 
to 
East 
Liverpool, 
are 
buried in this cem etery. One of 
the m arkers contains this inscrip­ 
tion "In Memory of Sarah Boyce, 
wife of Robert Boyce, who passed 
aw ay in 1831.” Beside her grave is 
that of another "Boyce”, who died 
in 1845 when he was 96 years of 
age 
Another grave is that of Anthony 
Blackburn who died June 16. 1862, 
when he was 66 His wife, Mary An­ 
thony 
Blackburn, 
was 
shout 
75 
years of age when she died April 
8, 1855. On this stone also Is the 
nam e of J. M. McKenzie, doubtless 
the Wellsville dealer from whom 
the m arker was purchased. 
One 
of 
the 
earliest 
persons 
hurled in this plot Is William Black­ 
burn. a son of Anthony and Mary 
Blackburn who died Sept. 8. 1813, 
when only 21. Eleanor Blackburn. 


perhaps his sister, was buried In 
the same year. John Hickman, TO, 
was buried on Nov. 8, 1851. And 
Wilson Hickman, son of J. and E. 
Hickman, who died Jan. 3. 1841' 
nearly IOO years ago, also is buried 
In this cemetery.

lain a substance which

by 
the 
digestive 
fluids, 
so that after the digestion and ab ­ 
sorption of other constituents it 
remains as a residue in the diges­ 
tive trace to he excreted. 
But It 
is a very valuable constituent of 
the food. 
During digestion the food is pro­ 
pelled along the intestines by the 
rhythmical contraction of the In­ 
testinal 
muscles, 
and 
the 
undi­ 
gested vegetable fibers, by giving 
bulk to the food, stim ulate these 
contractions. 
The mass of vege­ 
table fiber also acts as a mop and 
incorporates into its m ass 
large 
num bers of bacteria alive o r dead. 
Ordinary absorbent cotton is an 
exam ple of the cellular part Bf a 
plant.
